Contrary to general expectations, 
Germany, a greatly industrialized 
nation, probably will find it more 
difficult to fulfill the wishes of 
Russia, a vast raw materials pro- 
ducing nation, than Russia will to 
supply Germany, observers said. 

The reason for this lies in the 
fact that Russia, after concluding 
an initial trade agreement with 
Germany last Aug. 20, has now her- 
self embarked upon a war and 
needs munitions and precision in- 
struments of all kinds, which Ger- 
many makes but. needs for herself. 

What Germany Needs. 

Russia at first was expected to 
need cheifly machinery for indus- 
trial production. Confronted with 
the new problem, Germany is ex- 
pected to try hard to conquer it, 
for she has great need for such 
Russian raw materials as manga- 
nese, iron and other ores, oil, tim- 
ber, grain, paraffin, hemp and flax. 

Soon after Joachim von Ribben- 
trop, German Foreign Minister, 
concluded a friendship pact with 
the Soviets and then a trade agree- 
ment last Aug. 20, German econo- 
mists visited Russia and presented 
their list of Russian raw materials 
in which Germany was specially 
interested. 

In return, a Russian trade dele- 
gation toured Germany inspecting 
many industrial plants after which 
they submitted their requests for 
goods in exchange for raw materials. 

Terms of Earlier Pact. 

Another German delegation head- 
ed by special Ambassador Karl 
Ritter, visited Moscow, and au- 
thoritative sources said the treaty 
then was concluded. 

These sources said the treaty cov- 
ers items beyond the $80,000,000 
barter arrangement which has been 
in effect since Aug. 20. 

The Russian-German trade agree- 
ment before the war started was 
announced while Britain and 
France were conducting military 
talks with the Soviets. These talks 
were dropped shortly afterward. 

The agreement of last August 
provided for Russian sale to Ger- 
many within two years of about 
$72,000,000 worth of goods and the 
extension of a German credit to 
Russia of approximately $80,000,000.

FRITZ THYSSEN, EARLY BACKER 
OF HITLER, LOSES CITIZENSHIP 


Wife of Industrialist Who Broke 
With Nazis Also Named 
in Berlin Decree. 

BERLIN, Feb. 12 (AP)-—Fritz 
Thyssen, German industrialist who 
was one of Adolf Hitler’s early 
financial backers, was deprived of 
his German citizenship today. 

His wife also lost her citizenship 
through a decree published in the 
official gazette. 

Thyssen broke with the Nazis 
recently and went to Switzerland. 

The order taking away Thyssen’s 
citizenship was signed by Interior 
Minister Wilhelm Frick and ap- 
proved by Foreign Minister Joachim 
von Ribbentrop. Thyssen’s German 
holdings, much of them in the great 
steel trust of which he was presi- 
dent, were confiscated by the Ger- 
man Government last November 
shortly after he went to Switzer- 
land. He is reputed to be one of 
Europe's richest men.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb, 12.— 
The Missouri State Highway Com- 
mission voted today to release 
$200,000 of Federal grade separa- 
tion funds to the City of St. Louis 
for expenditure on the proposed de- 
pression of the railroad tracks on 
Poplar street in connection with 
the riverfront memorial. 

The $200,000 had been committ 
to the Gravois-Missouri Pacific 
Railroad grade separation, but un- 
der the re-allocation of the funds 
the State will apportion an addi- 
ional $200,000 to the Gravois 
project later on. The action today 
is subject to the approval of the 
Federal Public Roads Administra- 
tion, which administers a $1,500,000 
fund for 1939 for grade separation 
projects. 

The Poplar street plan calls for 
the closing of Poplar street east of 
Eighth street, as a city thorough- 
fare, and construction of a double- 
track depressed rail line in place of 
the Missouri Pacific’s single track 
on Poplar.

As for the AFL-CIO war, the rec- 
ord shows that Lewis has stood out 
against a settlement on the AFL's 
terms for two reasons. In the first 
place, he has called the AFL lead- 
ership “reactionary on public ques- 
tions” and claimed that it was tol- 
erant of evils within the Federa- 
tion. 

Second, Lewis has resisted any 
settlement plan which he thought 
might mean the splitting up of the 
industry-wide unions established by 
the CIO in favor of the organizing 
jurisdictions claimed by the craft 
and trade unions of the Federation.

AUTO KILLED MAN 


Youth Arrested When He 
Returns to Damaged Ma- 
chine Near Place Where 
Two Men Were Struck. 


Theodore J. Wein, 42 years old, 
a printer, was killed, and Gregory 
L. O'Shea, an insurance agent, was 
injured seriously when they were 
struck by an automobile in Kings-

Half an hour later police arrest- 
ed Oscar L. Hunt, 20-year-old fill- 
ing station attendant, when he tried 
to drive away in a damaged auto- 
mobile parked in a nearby filling 
Station. Officers said Hunt at first 
denied connection with the acci- 
dent, but later signed a statement 
that his automobile hit the two 
men and that he intended to leave 
the scene. 

Hunt, who resides at 4315 
Beethoven avenue, said he was 
ériving south in Kingshighway and 
started to pass another machine 
when his automobile struck Wein 
and O’Shea, who were :tanding in 
the street car tracks waiting for 
traffic to pass. He stopped, helped 
carry the injured men to the side- 
walk, then drove his car into the 
filling station and mingled with the 
crowd at the scene. 

Police, unable to find . eye-wit- 
messes or the driver, discovered the 
automobile, which had a broken 


windshield and a bent fender, and 


posted an officer beside it. Hunt 


was accompanied by his brother, 
Julian, a clerk, who said he was 
asleep in the machine when. the 
men were struck. Julian Hunt 
was released after questioning, and 
Oscar Hunt was placed under bond 
pending an inquest. 

Mrs. Wein and Mrs. O’Shea had 
preceded their husbands across the 
street, walking toward an automo- 
bile parked at the opposite curb. 
They had their backs turned and 
did not witness the accident in the 
street, but heard the crash. 

Wein died at City Hospital eight 
hours later of a fractured skull. 
He lived at 4026 Shreve avenue 
and was employed by the Sporting 
News.

NEW HOPE FROM U. S. MOVE 
FOR PEACE SURVEY IN EUROPE 


They Want America to Become Their 


Protector, Writes 
Already Refused by

Indeed this bit of news seems to have instilled vigor into the 
hearts of the leaders of the neutral countries—especially those encom- 
passed by Germany and Soviet Russia, who rightly or wrongly, seem 
to pin great hopes on President Roosevelt’s latest move. 


Wear announcement 


As reported in previous corres- 
pondence, the neutral countries in 
Northwestern Europe have been 
for some time past opening their 
eves to the acute necessity of draw- 
ing closer and closer to one an- 
other. Quite naturally, their desiré 
to form a neutral bloc was Vastly 
strengthened when Soviet Russia 
fell upon little Finland. Similarly, 
I stated that the Dutch Foreign 
Minister, Eelco N. Van Kleffens, 
had announced in a recent speech 
before the Dutch Senate the possi- 
bility of a conference between the 
small neutral states in the near fu- 


ture. 
“Big Bad Wolves.” 

It was, however, 
them to act because of the two 
“pig bad wolves” (Germany and 
Russia) who omit no opportunity 
to bring pressure to bear on them. 
The small neutrals were, therefore, 
eager to discover a “shepherd's 
dog” capable of flouting the “big 
bad wolves.” 

At first it was thought that Italy 
might be willing to undertake this 
role. Italy demurred. Presumably, 
former Dutch Premier Hendryk 
Colijn, during his Rome visit, 
sought to induce Premier Musso- 
lini to accept such a role, but it is 
evident that Italy wishes to remain 
noncommittal. For, if Italy decid- 
ed to assume the part of protector 
of the lesser European neutrals, it 
would run the risk of becoming in- 
volved in a war wherein it has 
everything to lose and nothing to 
gain at a time, and on a side, not 
of its own choosing.

Furthermore, such an action on 


Italy’s part would cause it auto- 
matically to give up its present 
character of non-belligerent and de- 
prive it of its present advantageous 
position—a position in which Mus- 
solini doubtless feels that Italy is 
far better able to achieve its aims 
with relative ease. 


Hands Across Sea. 


When it was realized that this 
attempt was hopeless, the neutrals 
immediately turned their attention 
across the Atlantic, although only 
with the scantiest of hope. 

Alluding to the attitude of the 
United States in the present war, 
the Foreign Minister of one of 
these neutral states told this cor- 
respondent a few days ago: “Up 
until the time America entered the 
last war, she had been the indirect 
protector of all European neutrals 


because she obviously felt that we 
derived some benefit from her en- 


ergetic action and protests against 
the high-handed doings of both war- 
ring camps.” 

That Welles’ contact with the neu- 
tral countries will amount to actual 
protection is hardly credible, but 
the fact remains, nevertheless, that 
his mission to Europe has brought 
new hope to their leaders. 

In the course of the recent ses- 
sions of the League of Nations’ 
organizing committee in The 
Hague, the Norwegian delegate (a 
former Premier) made a passion- 
ate appeal for additional help to 
be sent to Finland, and confidence 
is now being expressed that Ameri- 
ca’s sudden interest in the Euro- 
pean neutrals may contribute to the 
rapid materialization of such aid.

| Silence on. Third Term—Answer Is 
Found, in’ Large Part, in His Attitude 
Toward Foreign Affairs. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 12. 

T continues to be true, in the 
| opinion of this writer, that one 

great reason why Mr. Roosevelt 
has remained silent on the third- 
term question—and so kept himself 
a potential candidate for a third 
term—is to be found in the foreign 
situation. 

He has been actuated as well, no 
doubt, by the desire to keep his in- 
fluence in Congress, and his influ- 
ence over the party nomination for 
President and the party platform, 
at full strength. In this fact there 
is the obvious explanation for the 
mystery he has created. It is, how- 
ever, a fair inference from the 
course he has pursued in foreign af- 
fairs that the dominant motive for 
his silence has to do with the for- 
eign relations of the United States 
rather than with domestic politics. 


Considerations of domestic poli- 
tics would have yielded by this time 
to the demand that he declare him- 
self, the writer believes, had it not 
been for the line he has mapped out 
for himself in foreign relations. 

As was pointed out in the article 
by Marquis Childs in yesterday's 
Post-Dispatch, there has run 
through the acts of the Roosevelt 
administration in the foreign field 
the consistent thre:d of a deter- 
mination to balk, so far as possible 

“measures short of war,” the 
advance of the aggressor nations.

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MURDER TRIAL FIGURE, 
ALBERT I. PATRICK, DIES 


Convicted in 1902 -and Par- 
doned in 1912 in Death of 
New York Millionaire. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

TULSA, Ok., Feb. 12. — Albert 
T. Patrick, central figure of one 
of the most noted murder cases 
of the century, and brother of Mrs. 
John T. Milliken, wealthy St. Louis 


widow, died here last night. He 
was 74 years old. 

Patrick, a lawyer, was convicted 
in 1902 of the murder of William 
Marsh Rice, aged New York mil- 
lionaire, and was sentenced to 
death in the electric chair. His 
brother-in-law, John T. Milliken, 
St. Louis chemical manufacturer, 
financed Patrick's defense, and 
after numerous stays and appeals, 
the sentence was commuted by 
Gov. Higgins of New York to life 
imprisonment, in 1906, 

Milliken continued his efforts 
and expenditures in Patrick’s be- 
half, and on Thanksgiving day, 
1912, Gov. Dix of New York par- 
doned Patrick. Gov. Dix said study 
ot the evidence convinced him that 
Rice had died a natural death. 
Patrick’s conviction was based on 
the “confession” of Rice's valet, 
Charles F. Jones, who said Pat- 
rick had persuaded him to Kill 
Rice by administering chloroform. 
Jones was freed in consideration 
of his testimony, and disappeared, 
after making conflicting state- 
ments as to the case, which were 
later used in Patrick’s behalf.

After his release, Patrick came 
to the then developing Tulsa oil 
field, and worked first in the em- 
ploy of Milliken, a large oil pro- 
ducer; and then for himself. He 
specialized, as a lawyer, in drawing 
oil and gas leases and drilling con- 
tracts. Within three years after 
entering the oil business, he was 
half-owner of a natural gas fran- 
chise for supplying the town of 
Lawton, Ok.

Twin Babies Doing Fine in Test 
of New Kerosene-Burning Incubator 


Portable Device Invented by Country Doctor 
to Aid Premature Infants in Isolated 
Areas Without Electricity. 


A country doctor’s hope of reduc- 
ing the great mortality among pre- 


mature babies born in ill-equipped 
and isolated homes was strength- 
ened today when he reported that 
twin babies were “doing fine” after 
a week in his portable kerosene- 
burning incubator. 

Invented by Dr. Daniel 8. Fisher, 
acting Wicomico County Health Of- 
ficer, the device is intended to pro- 
vide new protection in areas with- 
out electricity and give premature 
infants its life-preserving warmth. 
Dr. Fisher said the twins, daugh- 
ters of Mrs. Irma Griffin at nearby 
Hebron, are gaining weight. He 
added that the State Health De- 
partment hoped to place the inex- 
pensive machines—Dr, Fisher built 
his for $50—at strategic points, to 
be rushed to outlying homes as 
needed. 

Many states have electrical incu- 
bators available but hot water bags 
are the only recourse when there's 
no electricity. 

High school manual training stu- 
dents and skilled workmen, follow- 
ing Dr. Fisher’s designs, produced 
the box-like, zinc-covered incubator

inary kerosene lamp with a soot 
eliminator heats water circulating 
through 380 feet of copper tubing.

Humidity is controlled by a water 
tank which feeds by gravity 
through a wick into a sponge in- 
side the box—the sponge having 
many times the evaporation area 
of the incubator thoughs. The baby 
may be tilted to aid blood circula- 
tion by a hand lever, obviating 
touching the infant. 

Roughly half of the deaths in the 
first month of life are associated 
with prematurity, said Dr. Myron 
Wegman, pediatrics consultant of 
the State Health Department child 
hygiene bureau. The longer pre- 
mature babies are kept from an in- 
cubator, the higher the mortality 
rate—hence the difficulties in rural 
areas far from hospitals. 

Because body temperature is so 
vital in premature births, Dr. Fish- 
er explained, he began hig experi- 
ments on a practical, easily trans- 
portable and cheaply-operated incu- 
bator. Cost of operation on his 
device is 6 cents a day.

Youthful skiers told me some of 
their experiences today as I visited 
Finland’s defense lines on the 


Karelian Isthmus. 

“Once we dropped pamphlets into 
the lap of a Russian who had fall- 
en asleep against a tree,” one patrol 
leader related. “We had gone some 
distance into Russia when we came 
upon him. 

“One of my men shook him, but 
the Russian only mumbled and did 
not open his eyes. We filled his 
lap with leaflets and stuck one on 
his rifle bayonet.” 

Another night, patrol members 
said, a Soviet light machine gun 
unit came close to the trenches on 
the Summa sector ducking into 
shell holes. 

When darkness came three Finn- 
ish volunteers went out. Five Rus- 
sians ran out of a shell hole but 
one remaining wounded a Finn. A 
sub-Lieutenant reported he shot 
four of the five Russians and cap- 
tured the fifth. 

Russian Couldn’t Walk. 

Then he approached the shell 
hole. 

“A man on his back looked up 
and raised only one hand at my 
command to surrender,” he said. 
“His legs were frozen and he 
couldn’t walk so I dragged him 
back to our lines. 

“Another timé I came on a man 
who indicated he was unable ro 
rise—but he was lying. As punish- 
ment I made him march to our 
lines with his hands raised in the 
cold. Three men under his com- 
mand were frozen to death. 

“We captured a machine gun, a 
number of automatic rifles, much 
ammunition and hand grenades, the 
latter, however, of poor quality. 
The men had been in the shell hole 
30 hours.” 

Confident Finnish officers de- 
clared the power of the Red army’s 
infantry attacks was waning and 
predicted an end soon to the battle 
on this front, now 11 days old. 

Although Russia has thrown its 
greatest offensive might into its 
effort to crack the Mannerheim 
line here, it still is intact so far 
as I could observe. 

Visit to Front. 

Within a mile and a half of Sum- 
ma, pivotal point of the Soviet of- 
fensive, where I visited Finnish po- 
sitions in a tour of the front afoot 
and by sled, I found. no indications 
that the Finns’ steel-and-concrete 
line had been pierced. 

Although the Russian onslaughts 
continued with infantry attacking 
under the protection of artillery 
barrages which rained shells at a 
rate of almost two a second, ‘tired- 
ness on the Russian side is appar- 
ent,” said a Finnish officer. De- 
spite such novel equipment as steel 
shields and tanks which spit flam- 
ing naphtha, he said Soviet troops 
were protected inadequately from 
Finnish fire and easier to stop than 
earlier in the battle. 

“The Soviet high command,” he 
said, “seems definitely to have 
counted on a surprise attack in 
the Summa sector, but we quickly 
found a counterpoison.” He did 
not explain thig remark. 

“The enemy is using the best of 
ali the means at its disposal,” he 
continued, “not only heavy artil- 
lery, but also a great amount of 
bombing planes in conjunction with 
many tanks, armored sledges and 
armor-sheltered infantry. 

“Infantrymen even atop tanks 
are dropping off at intervals to 
fight. 2 

“There has been no chance to 
count enemy losses, but last Friday 

on a 300-foot stretch 150 Russiahs 
were killed by our first line. The 
total killed has been many thou- 
gands of Russians. 


“The Russians have been given bur 


huge amounts of vodka to drink 

before fighting. We have found 

kegs of it on the battlefields. My 

men saw for sure one day Russians 

shot from behind, we believe by 

politica] troops forcing the fight.”

C * 0-156: Charley R., aged 35, is salesman for an Eastern 


newspaper syndicate, “I was interested in your remark 

yesterday about the shortsightedness of politicians,” he 
casually remarked as we were chatting at an editorial con- 
vention which I had addressed. 
“But you should see how much 
prejudice and childish egotism we 
bump into, even among editors, 
and they certainly ought to be 
big men in spirit for you told us 
today they are heads of educa- 
tional institutions often with tar 
more students than a dozen Colum- 
bia universities. 

“Let me give you a case in 
point. I am thinking of a large 
Indiana city with two metropoli- 
tan newspapers. If Jesus Christ 
were to return to earth and give an 
interview to the evening paper to- 
Gay, and then offer another interview to the morning paper 
tomorrow, I honestly don’t believe the morning paper would 
print his remarks. Why? 

“Just because he had dealt with the evening paper first. 
We syndicate salesmen have to make each editor feel we 
called on him first or we'd often be refused an interview. In- 
stead of being open-minded about journalism, and desirous of 
imitating the good points in their rival newspaper, or of buy- 
ing ite star features away from it, as other keen businessmen 
would do, I’ve found that many editors actually won't even see 
a salesman who has happened to enter the office of the rival 
newspaper first.”

are school virtues. Of course 

there are others such as thor- 
oughness, co-operation and indus- 
try, but this ume I would like to 
accent those two because they are 
fundamental to success in school, 
and everywhere else. That is why 
school makes them important 
enough to be called virtues. 

Our minds and bodies are rhyth- 
mic. That is, they have a timed 
action pattern in which they rise 
to full power, then fall to a lesser 
one, in set rhythm. All life, all 
growth has this rhythmic curve. 
Each child has his peculiar rhythm 
of being, and he succeeds best when 
his rhythm is fully accepted and 
permitted to control his activities, 
Maybe I can make that idea clearer 
by telling you how it works. 

Sonny is a slow-moving child. He 
is intelligent and he gets his job 
done, but his movements are delib- 
erate and, to the hurried watcher, 
most irritating. “Hurry! Hurry 
up! You’re going to be late. You 
won't get that done on time if you 
don’t move faster.” If this pressure 
to hurry is prolonged sonny will 
begin to fumble, to lose his hold, 
and then he will fail.

If instead of hurrying Sonny he 
is given a set time for work—but 
the amount of work he is asked to 
do is cut down to where, with a 
little extra effort, he can finish in 
time—he will begin to try to quick- 
en his rhythm a bit and do better. 
But beware of pressing him to hur- 
ry. That disrupts his rhythm of

growth, brings on confusion and 
checks his growth. 


Regularity and punctuality in 
school affairs set this rhythm of ac- 
tion in the children’s minds and 
bodies more effectively. They train 
and develop the natural rhythm so 
that it becomes a great source of 
nervous economy. By that I mean 
that a child who has been, trained 
to be on hand when he is scheduled 
for appearance, and trained to be 
there on the minute, not a beat 
ahead or behind time, forms the 
habit of doing what is required of 
him without haste, waste or worry. 
He takes his day’s work as a mat- 
ter of course and gets through with 
it on time.

Some children seem to be born 
without this rhythm wel] marked. 
They are the ones who don’t want 
to go to bed when it is bed time, 
want to eat at playtime, want.to 
play at meal time, want to wait a 
minute whenever it is time to get 
busy. For these children the clock 
must be master. A time schedule, 
strictly followed, will help them 
more than any amount of pressure 
in the form of “Hurry! Hurry!”

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brucellosis (still another name for 
it). 


The commonest form is like the 
original cases—a chronic rheuma- 
tism. But nearly any part of the 
body may be the seat of the symp- 
toms. The nose, throat and ear in- 
fections, tonsillitis, cough and chest 
infection, bronchitis, pleurisy, heart 
trouble, dyspepsia, bladder and fe- 
male trouble, backache, headache, 
depression, apprehension, skin erup- 
tions have all been described. 


Perhaps after chronic rheuma 
tism the commonest form is general 
lessitude, fatigue and exhaustion, 
the general picture which is called 
“neurasthenia” or “nervous pros- 
tration.” Dr. Alice C. Evans, the 
foremost American student of the 
disease, writes: 

“These facts challenge the right 
of a physician to make a diagnosis 
of neurasthenia—a d re- 
garded as dishonorable by the pa- 
tient, and also by his family, his 
employer and his friends—without 
considering, among other possibili- 
ties, the possibility of chronic bru- 
cellosis.” 

Surgical cases have frequently 
been found to be examples of a 
chronic form of this disease. An 
abscess on the heel of one foot and 
an infected bursa on the knee have 
been brought to my attention. Many 
chronic gall-bladder infections have 
turned out on close study and cul- 
ture to be brucella infection. 


Chronic and painful knees, spine, 
elbows, shoulders, may be due to 
the lodgment of the germ; especial- 
ly the spine with chronic backache. 
The bacteriologist can tell whether 
anyone is a chronic brucella pa- 
tient by using a diagnostic skin 
test. Treatment is by vaccines.
